ITC GRADUATES 
LARGEST CLASS IN 
32 YEAR HISTORY 


Congresssman Floyd Flake 
ITC Commencement Speaker 


The Interdenominational Theological Center 
conducted graduation exercises for 97 students on 
May 12, 1990, the largest graduating class in the 
history of the institution. Eighty-eight of those 
graduating received the Master of Divinity degree. 
Other degrees being awarded included the Master 
of Arts in Christian Education (4), the Master of 
Arts in Church Music (1), the Doctoral of Sacred 
Theology (1), and the Doctor of Ministry (3). 

The commencement speaker was the Honorable 
Floyd H. Flake, U.S. House Of Representatives, 6th 
Congressional District of New York and pastor of 
Allen AME Church in Queens, New York. 

Since Congressman Flake’s election to Congress 
in 1986, he has led the fight against the impact of 
drugs in his community as well as being a strong 
proponent of a national housing program and an im- 
proved educational system. He was distinguished 
by a New York Times poll as one of the most 
recognized leaders in New York City. His total com- 
mitment to his goals, sincere concern for all 
humanity and enthusiasm for his work, helped to 
bring about this distinction. 

Under his leadership since 1976, Allen AME 
Church has grown from a congregation of 1,400 to 
over 5,000 active members with an annual budget 
of $1.5 million. During his pastorate, he has seen 
the successful completion of several community- 
oriented projects including: 

- a 300 unit, $11 million senior citizen complex 

- Allen Home Care Agency which provides per- 

sonal care services to the elderly, handicapped 
and sick individuals 
- the establishment of the Allen Federal Credit 
Union 

- the creation of the South Jamaica Multi-Service 
Center which provides medical services, teen 
pregnancy counseling, and other related com- 
munity services 

- the establishment of Allen Women’s Resource 

Center which provides services for women and 
children. 

Floyd Flake has a broad range of professional and 
managerial experiences. His background includes: 
Dean of Students, University Chaplain and Direc- 
tor of Martin Luther King, Jr. Afro-American 
Center at Boston University; Associate Dean of 
Students and Director of Student Activities at Lin- 
coln University. 

Congressman Flake is a native of California and 
a graduate of Wilberforce University, Payne 
Theological Seminary, with additional graduate 
studies in business administration at Northeastern 
University in Boston. 

He addressed the 1990 graduating class of the 
ITC on Saturday, May 12 at 10:00 a.m. in the Mar- 
tin Luther King, Jr. International Memorial Chapel 
of Morehouse College. 

The Interdenominational Theological Center is 
a graduate, professional school of theology compris- 
ed of six constituent seminaries. It is one of the six 
institutions of the Atlanta University Center. 

Mason Seminary had six graduating students. 
Each one graduated with honors and most near the 
top of the entire graduating class. The graduates 
are as follows: Michael David Cassidy, M. Div.;

Greetings to the SAINTS of GOD everywhere. I thank 
God through Jesus Christ for what He is to me. I thank 
God for my salvation and the Holy Spirit. 

Perhaps right now you are grieving over the loss of 
a precious loved one - A child, husband, wife, father or 
mother. I have written this Healing Testimony for you 
with the prayer that some how it will convince you of 
the comfort that God and the Holy Spirit has given me. 

Years ago I lost both my mother and father whom I 
loved dearly. Both of them were elderly and had lived 
full lives, therefore, their deaths were better to accept. 
I have lost dear friends and grieved with their loved ones. 
But, I’d never experienced such grief as the loss of my 
son, this was flesh of flesh and bone of my bone; my 
little son, my first born, his name was Walter T. Franklin,

On July 16, 1989, while sitting in the sanctuary at 
Pentecostal Temple Church Of God In Christ during an 
evening service, the church secretary sent for me to come 
to the office. On arriving at the office, I received the 
shocking news that my only son had just been killed 
in a motorcycle accident, which involved six cars, an 
eighteen wheeler, and a Toyota truck. The accident oc- 
curred on interstate entrance ramp I-75 N/B of exit ramp 
to S. Marietta Parkway, only two exits from his home 
city of Marietta, Georgia. He was taken to Kennestome 
Hospital, where he was pronounced DOA, from 
Generalized Trauma. 

My world seemed to stop. I just could not believe it 
had happened to me. This was the kind of experience 
that other people have, but surely not me. Then it came 
to me that God was with me right that very moment. 
I was there at, at the church with other saints. My pastor 
Bishop J.O. Patterson, Sr., the assistant pastor, Bishop 
JO. Patterson, Jr. . . prayed for me. I knew God had not 
left me alone when I needed Him the most. “‘Now un- 
to him that is able to do exceeding abundantly above 
all that we ask or think, according to the power that 
worketh in us.’ (Ephesians 3:20) 

This tragic incident caused problems with my health. 
I suffered from hypertension and hyperglycemia. Then 
a few weeks later, I was admitted in the Baptist Memorial 
Hospital for tests. After several tests, I was told I had 
suffered a heart attack. Later, after being discharged, 
I was given prescriptions for medication. I came home

This was the ministries thirteenth and most suc- 
cessful missionary journey. 

Elder Jefferson states that much good was done 
to the Glory of God. Many pastors were very en- 
couraged as he traveled from Nigeria’s northern 
most city of Kano to it’s southern most city of Port 
Harcourt, which is a distance of over 1,000 miles.

In 1948 he met and married Virginia B. Rush, of 
Wyatt, Missouri, after being lead by the Spirit of God 
to answer the call to the ministry. Out of this ministry 
and with the help of his devoted wife by his side, Elder 
Hall founded and organized the Grace Temple Church 
Of God In Christ, Inc., in 1961. 

As a Black businessman in the city of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana, he was a pioneer - the first Black to own a ma- 
jor oil station, the first Black to own a skating rink, the 
first Black shrimp restaurant owner, the first Black us- 
ed car dealer. 

Pastor Hall, served as the Superintendent of the Sun- 
day School Department, First Ecclesiastical Jurisdic- 
tion of the State of Indiana, and Board Member. He 
leaves to mourn: his wife, Mother Virginia B. Hall; one 
son, Elder James L. Hall, Jr.; one daughter Cynthia B. 
Burnett; one son-in-law, Daryl Burnett, Sr.; three 
grandchildren, James L. Hall, III, James F. Hall, and 
Virginia S. Hall; three great grandsons, Daryl Burnett, 
Jr., Jamar Burnett, and Dontae Burnett, all of Fort 
Wayne, three brothers, Bishop Milton L. Hall, of

Deacon James served at Grace Memorial Church 
until 1964, when the Lord lifted Bishop Taylor from 
labor to reward. 

He then united his membership with Liberty 
Church Of God In Christ under the pastorate of the 
late Elder Joseph T. Hubbard, pastor and founder, 
presently under the pastorate and leadership of Dr. 
Harvey Tyler. 

It would take volumes of pages to catalog the works 
performed by Deacon James while on this earthly 
pilgrimage. He was Sunday School Superintendent for 
40 or more years; researching and memorizing scrip- 
ture, ministering and teaching the word of God. His 
favorite scripture was, ““The Whole Word of God.’ He 
actively participated in the building projects of both 
the Grace Memorial and Liberty Churches Of God In 
Christ.
